Allowable Subject Matter 



2. Claims 1 -4, 6 and 9-33 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's invention is drawn to the combining of properties of a mobile station 

by controlling and managing the combined properties in a desired manner. 

Applicant's independent claim 1 recites, inter alia, a mobile station with a more 
fashionable and youthful general appearance by enhancing the changes of the user to 
personalize his mobile station and by making the methods of communication between 
mobile stations more versatile with a structure as defined in the specification (pages 5 - 
11) including transferring a first effect via the established connection as a ringing 
command; transferring a second effect by the same established connection as the 
ringing command using a signaling message associated therewith, wherein the first 
effect and the second effect is activated so as to be presented as a consequence of a 
certain user action in the second mobile terminal. Applicant's independent claims 1,13, 
31 , 32 and 33 comprise a particular combination of elements, which is neither taught 
nor suggested by the prior art. 

Accordingly, applicant's claims are allowed for these reasons and for the reasons 
recited by applicant in the amendment filed on 5/19/2010. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
